Otto, the mad monarch of liiva ria , 
is today On years of age, and i'-i cele­ 
brating the anniversary im inuitd in 
the gorgeous prison of Castle Fur- 
stenriod, where he has spent thirty- 
eight years. 


King Otio was born April 27. 1848, 
and succeeded his brother, Luviwjg II., 
June 
l.>, 
188G, w'hen that iitonarch 
committed suicide h y drovvniug him­ 
self in the Starnberg lake. 
At that 
time he w'as insane, and the real 
monarch is Prince 
Luitpold, 
Otto's 
r.ncle, who rules Bavaria as 'e.gent. 
Of King Otto’s sixty years, thirty- 
eight have been passed as a mad­ 
man, altliough for twenty two years 
he has ostensibly occupied Bavaria’s 
throne. 
Physicians are of the ( )»inion 
that 
Otto’s robust constitution will 
enable him to “ reign” 
many 
more 
yeaif. 


Since 1878 Otto has not left the 
house and park of Castle Furscmtried, 
which is on the outskirts of Munich. 
Fifteen gorgeously 
appointed 
par­ 
lors. connected by 
mighty 
folding 
doors, are at the exclusive disposal 
of the royal madman, who amuses 
himself year in and 
year 
out 
by 
smashing furniiiire, breaking r.p stat­ 
uary and smearing mud over paint­ 
ings and w’all hangings.

prelim inary examination, for at 
the 
’ ime set for the prelim inary exami­ 
nation he filed a motion before the 
presiding justice of the peace for a 
change of v^'niie, rontonding that a 
fair and impartial hearing could not 
be had before that 
particular jus­ 
tice.

jttdge, refused to grant the change of 
venue, and Mr. K e lly refused to take 
part ill the preliminar.y, neither plac­ 
ing anj^ of the defendant’s witnesse*^ 
on the stand nor questioning any of 
the state’s witnesses. 
Judge Hoffman sustained 
the mo­ 
tion to quash the information on the 
ground that the 
defendant was en 
titled to a change of venue, and In 
accordance the court 
remanded 
the 
prisoner to the custody of the sher­ 
iff until such time as the prosecuting 
attorney could hold a preliminary ex 
amination. 
Cannon, as charged in the informa­ 
tion, ravished Miss 
Sclnvensen 
.at 
the home 
of 
Font Meriwether on 
Sept. 2C, last. At the examination It 
developed that 
on 
Oct. 14 Cannon 
had attempted another 
as«iault with 
the same intent. 
Cannon, 
after 
committing 
ih e 
crime, letf Sedalia and 
for several 
weeks evaded arrest, 
being 
finally 
located in Kansas. wJiere he w'as ar 
rested and returned to Sedalia.

know'ledge that the officers of justice 
believe that ho is innocent and has 
already served 
nine 
years 
for a 
crime of w'hich he is not 
guilty, 
a 
crime which, possibly, did 
not ex* 
ist. 


Alhorf L. 
W orreil, 
of 
Ardmore,. 
Okla.. is the man to whom executive 
clemency w'as 
extended. 
He 
was 
brought to 
the 
penitentiary 
nine 
years ago at the age of 17, to serve a 
life sentence on the charge of assault­ 
ing a little girl. It was charged that 
the crime had been committed in a 
cotton field near Ardmore, in which, 
were a number of persons at work. 
W orrell’s pardon follows a search­ 
ing investigation hy Pardon Attorney 
Finch, of the department of justice, 
who visited the prison Ttere and the 
scene where the crime was alleged 
to have been committed.

For the first eight years ot 
his imprisonment he w'as employed 
in the prison tailor shop, w'hen hie 
health began to fail he was transfer­ 
red to the kitchen, where his physi­ 
cal condition has greatly improved.

cities and 1ow‘ns w’ill legalize the sale 
of liquor this year, as compared with 
ninety-tw’o license cities 
and

five years ago, when local ^option took 
the place of state prohibition. 
In Xew^ Hampshire 
an 
important , 
ruling of the state license commis­ 
sioner lakes effect on M ay l, w'herehy 
druggists’ licenses 
throughout

state W’ill be abolished, and in Rhode 
Island, the temperance interests have 
lust succeeded in forcing restrictive 
liquor legislation through the house 
of representatives.
